Under the terms of the by- 
law, an effort will be mode by 
the town to bring the building 
plan under the integrated hous- 
ing scheme which provides 
building material priorities in 
return for preference for veter- 
ans for one year, and for -the 
provision of terms for the veter- 
ans. If the building is not done 
under such a scheme, Mr. Bow- 
ser has agreed to give veterans 
preference in the purchase of 
the homes for CO days. 

The Stickwood property is 
costing the town $24,018 and is 
being sold to Mr. Bowser at 
$25,500, the difference in prico 
covering the expenses of trips 
to Montreal by councillors to ar- 
range the purchase.

Newmarket Said Not Able 
To Run Own House Scheme 



In a statement before present- 
ing the by-law covering the 
agreement between John W. 
Bowser, and the Newmarket 
town council for the erection of 
35 houses on the Stickwood 
property, at a special meeting of 
the Newmarket town council 
Tuesday night, Councillor Jo- 
seph Vale said that while there 
was unanimity regarding the 
purchase of the camp property, 
no one seemed ' to realize the 
problems involved in making 
the best use of the property. 

"Obviously, the buildings 
could best be .used in providing 
housing,'* Mr. Vale continued. 
"But it would have been folly 
for the town of Newmarket to 
undertake a housing program. 
We haven't- the staff, nor the 
knowledge to embark on such 
a project. We would have been 



obliged to finance the pur- 
chase of the homes which would 
have meant setting up a sepa- 
rate office. Even hod these 
difficulties been overcome, 
there was still the problem of 
materials which we would havo 
failed to get when experienced 
contractors would have been 
successful." 

Mr. Vole said that in view of 
these considerations, he would 
not have gone through with the 
purchase of the Stickwood prop- 
erty by the town unless a prl*. 
vate constructor could be found 
to take it over and do the actual 
building and financing.' "It was 
felt that J. W. Bowser was best 
fitted for the job ana* he agreed 
to build the homes on the prop- 
erty, to sell them for not moro 
than $5,000 and to give veteran* 
preference." • . •

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MORE ON SWIMMING POOL 

• 

The main purpose of the swimming program 
operated at Lake Wilcox by the Newmarket 
Community Recreation Council is to teach as 
many children as possible how to swim. When 
polled earlier in the year, it was found that the 
majority of Newmarket grade school children 
did not know how to swim. This fact, as well as 
the proximity to Newmarket of large bodies of 
water, made the expenditure of upwards of $1,200 
by the recreation council in the provision of 
swimming instruction a necessary and immediate 
consideration. 

Members of the executive of the recreation 
council are aware that §1,200 would be a sizable 
down-payment on a swimming pool foY Newmar- 
ket. They felt, however, that as desirable as a 
swimtriing pool would be in Newmarket, the pro- 
vision of swimming instruction now for non- 
swimming grade school children was of first im- 
portance. It is to be expected that the recreation 
council must continue to spend a like amount 
each year to take children to Lake Wilcox until 
suitable swimming facilities are provided in 
town. Death by drowning is a risk that no 
expense is too much to avert. 

It has been suggested that the bed of the 
Bogarttown creek might be widened and deepen- 
pd to provide temporary swimming facilities 
closer to Newmarket. How satisfactory this 
might be is questionable. For example, would 
the water be clean enough? Another objection 
is that the cost of the project might just as well 
be spent on the provision of a swimming pool in 

town. 

. The Newmarket fire brigade last year an- 
nounced that it intended to build a wading pool 
with money which was originally raised towards 
a swimming pool. The decision in favor of a 
wading pool was influenced by the need for full- 
time supervision of a swimming pool, not needed 
at a wading pool; insufficient funds for a swim- 
ming pool; and by the belief at the time the de- 
cision was announced that a wading pool could 
be built within a matter of months. 

Since the firemen made their decision the war 
shortage of sprinklers has delayed construction. 
It would not be too late for the firemen to aban- 
don plans for a wading pool and. return to their 
original intention, a swimming pool. For one 
thing, the problem of, supervision could probably 
be met through the recreation council. The 
money that the recreation council is spending 
taking children to Lake Wilcox might be added 
to the firemen's fund, and with the aid of other 
organizations in Newmarket, the cost of a swim- 
ming pool could easily be raised. 

A swimming pool is needed in Newmarket, not 
only for the pleasure it would provide young and 
old, but because in a province so heavily water- 
ed as Ontario, knowledge of how to swim is a 
necessity. As a safety measure, a swimming pool 
in Newmarket would more* than repay its cost.

Probably the cause of this sorry lack is the 
complexity of modern. go vern men t.

cies of radar. Experts are notoriously cautious 
and in their dependence upon them, the members 
have themselves become cautious. What is 
needed is another parly whose members have had 
no experience in government, and who can go 
bulldozing through red tape, and the inhibitions 
of the experts like trout after a fly. 

Such a party could ignore the shortage of 
lumber, labor, and plumbing, and carry on their 
campaign under the" banner of a "house for every 
husband". Or, forgetful of beef prices and over- 
seas needs, shout on high "a roast in every stew- i 
pot". Even if its existence was short, members 1 
of such a party would shake loose some of the 
inhibitions which inhabit our parliamentarians 
and produce, for a change, the kind of rousing 
debate in which everyone in the country can take 
sides.

PARTY FOR VETERANS 

The Newmarket town council is often scolded 
for not yet having -had a full-dress party and 
presentation for all Newmarket veterans. The 
surrounding municipalities have had parlies for 
their veterans, say critics, why not Newmarket? 
We can't help wondering if the criticism arises 
from misplaced civic pride instead of a genuine 
desire to "do something"- for the veteran. 

The Newmarket town council could no doubt 
throw a very good party for the veterans. The 
council has shown itself very adept at parties 
lately, and the one for the veterans would be the 
cream on the milk. As a matter of fact, the 
council earlier this year laid plans for such a 
party but were forced to .cancel them when the 
closing of the military camp lost to the town the 
only facilities which could handle the large 
crowd. It was just as well. A party for the vet- 
erans is one undertaking which the town council 
should avoid. 

The idea of a party has its origin in the wish 
of the citizens to make some concrete gesture of 
appreciation for what the veterans., of Newmar- 
ket' have accomplished in the armed services. AH 
of us feel a full measure of gratitude towards the 
young men and women of Newmarket v/ho put 
on His Majesty's uniform but a large number of 
us think that all we need to do is to have a party, 
give the veteran a watch or a billfold, and our 
debt towards them is discharged. 

How completely inadequate such thinking is. 
The only v/ay in which our debt to the veterans 
will be discharged is by making up to them those 
opportunities they forsook .when they enlisted, 
by seeing that they have homes,, jobs, and a hap- 
pier town in which to live. The town council 
has interested new industries in locating here, 
providing the veteran with a wider choice of em- 
ployment. It has encouraged the veteran v/ho. 
has gone into business for himself in every way 
possible." It is negotiating to provide improved 
housing accommodation. Within its jurisdiction, 
the tov/n council has done much to benefit the 
veteran, more than many municipalities. 

Let the critics take note of these things and 
then, ask themselves how they have discharged 
their debts. Hove they helped a veteran by go- 
An$ out of their way to find him a place 1 to live? 
Have they been tolerant of the veteran during his 
period of re-adjustment to civilian life? Have 
they supported the veterans' projects, their base- 
ball team, their fund raising activities? If, as 
individuals,, they have. personally contributed to 
the welfare of veterans as well as the tov/n coun- 
cil has within' Its jurisdiction, the veteran will 
indeed be well off. 

Let there be a party for the veterans by all 
means, but' let it be a celebration, of a safe home- 
coming and nothing more. Let it be a party 
organized by citizen* of Newmarket and attended

In view of the unprecedented industrial up- 
heaval manifest in one form or another since the 
end of the war, it is probably only natural that 
labor, capita), government, everybody and every- 
thing associated with public affairs, should be 
open to more or less justified and unjustified 
criticism. 

Criticism can and should be always construc- 
tive. Unless it is constructive, little use can be 
made of it, and it cannot be constructive unless 
those who engage in it are familiar with all sides 
of the subject they propose to criticize. 

The dominion government, for example, is 
criticized for not doing something to end labor 
disputes that are crippling production. There 
are critics who would put all strikers in jail; 
others who would abolish capitalism and have 
government stage-manage the entire industrial 
show. Such critics are focusing their entire at- 
tention on the labor disputes that are, indeed, 
genuinely trying, unfortunate and costly, . but 
they entirely overlook such equally important 
facts as the following; 

Production of peace time goods is just now at 
an all time high in the dominion, and employ- 
ment figures show 629,000 more people at work 
than in 1939. Production, employment and 
national income, in fact, are all at the highest 
levels ever recorded for peace time. 

Furthermore, savings have tripled since 1939 
and reached an all time peak, and individual 
debts have dropped from 169 million to 66 mil- 
lion dollars while Canada's foreign debt has 
dropped 400 million dollars. 

Dominion government agencies are effecting a 
more efficient control of prices than is the case 
anywhere else in the world, and tax exemptions 
arc higher in Canada than they are in any other 
country, with cuts in taxes since the end of the 
war greater than in Great Britain, the United 
States, Australia or New Zealand. At the pres- 
ent time, moreover, Canada's civil service repre- 
sents 1.24 per thousand of population compared 
.with 2.52 for the United States and 1.53 for the 
British government services. 

These are facts, and. facts are stubborn things. 
Every advantage thus set forth may be traced 
directly to action taken and policy followed by 
the dominion government. Could the critics of 
government show a better record if they were in 
power? And what v/ould the critics of govern- 
ment do about the labor disputes on which they 
so exclusively focus their attention? V/ould they 
jail the men who leave their work feeling that 
they are entitled to higher pay or would they 
follow an alternative and put a communistic 
government in control, divesting all private in- 
dividuals of the right they enjoy to conduct their 
business in their ov/n way?

ALCOHOL'S EFFECT 
ON VISION 



The industrial relations com- 
mittee is continuing its daily 
sessions, grappling with the 
problem of settling -the steel 
strike before industry in Canada 
is completely bogged down by 
the lack of materials. The com- 
mittee meets in the large railway 
committee room and always 
attracts a sizable gallery. 
Thousands of words have been 
read into the records in support 
of the claims of employers and 
employees. Much good should 
result from this public discus- 
sion of labor relations. 

Representatives of labor and 
industry have been heard, as 
well as experts in the matter of 
price control. The issue '-boils 
down to two opposing schools of 
thought. One claims that 'we 
should forget controls, let wages 
and prices rise until they find 
their own level. . The other 
claims we should have control of 
wages and * maintain price ceil- 
ings. Some are inconsistent and 
suggest we should let wages rise 
out still maintain ceilings on 

prices. It is generally agreed 
that high wages go to promote 
not only better living for our 
people but also general prosper- 
ity; however, some think that 
too great an increase in wages 
now would result in the collapse 
of price control. Labor Minister 
H u m phrey Mitchell, a union 
man, always a high-wage advo- 
cate, cautions labor to go easy 
with wage demands for a while, 
at least until we 1 pass what he 
terms "this critical period". 

The existing strikes in motor, 
steel and rubber plants are play- 
ing havoc with the hopes of 
Canadians for an early abund- 
ant (Supply of new motor cars. 
However, we are assured that if 
there is an early settlement of 
these strikes there still may be 
a fairly large number of cars 
and trucks available this fall. 
Strikes have a devastating influ- 
ence on our national economy. 
Workers suffer loss in earnings, 
industry suffers losses, the con- 
sumer suffers additional short- 
ages and perhaps most serious of 
all, our factories lose many 
foreign orders which Would have 
given many /years* of employ- 
ment. 

As a specific instance, I learned 
this week that as a result of 
strikes here in Canada, locomo- 
tive and rolling stock manufac- 
turers have had contracts can- 
celled which would have kept 
their plants in full production 
for years. The same is true in 
the shipbuilding industry which 
had orders good for years of 
employment for delivery of small 
steel vessels. 

The government, by proclama- 
tion, set aside October 14 as a

cause of the flavor, they did 
not know on which days they 
look alcohol. The measuring 
instruments showed that their 
fingers moved more slowly, and 
their eyes glanced less . quickly 
ocross the pages, but the quality 
of the work suffered more than 
the quantity. While! the men 
typed fairly rapidly nher taking 
alcohol, they made more mis- 
takes. If 100 stood for the usual 
errors and speed, after alcohol 
the. errors increased {o 139 but 
the speed was reduced only to 
07%. 

This slowing up of vision and 
manual skill, even one and a 
half hours after a smill dose of 
alcohol, means much in the use 
of machinery or the [control of 
an automobile. "If you drink, 
don't* drive."

Magistrate R. P.; Locke. K.C., 
suspended sentence on a charge 
of theft laid against Adam 
George Espaniel by Miss Gloria 
Johnson, Toronto, in magistrate's 
court in Newmarket on Friday. 

Espaniel was charged with 
stealing articles to the value of 
less than $25 from Miss John- 
son's purse at Willow Beach 
Pavilion, Lake, Wilcox.

Following a conference with 
Free? Bawden and M. -E. Storey, 
Toronto machinery officials, on 
Tuesday evening, Aurora town 
council instructed the water- 
works committee to purchase a 
new auxiliary gasoline pump for 
the waterworks at a cost not to 
exceed $4,000. Deputy-Reeve 
Asa A: Cook and his committee 
are seeking to better the price of 
$3,900 quoted for a new Sterling 
engine of latest design, but the 
urgency of acquiring the engine 
may have a bearing on their 
ultimate choice. • 

The old auxiliary engine is 30 
years old and according to the 
reports filed, no one knows when 
it may fait on the job. In the 
water emergency of this week, it 
has worked well but the indica- 
tions are that it has about 
reached its end and although the 
councillors expressed dissatisfac- 
tion at having to make the pur- 
chase, (hey saw no other alter- 
native. 

"The present price will go up 
15 percent on September 30," 
Mr. Storey warned council. 
"Our firm is fortunate to have 
one of the type needed for the 
job on hand. We may not be 
able to get another for many 
months." Salvage value of the 
old engine was negligible, he 
said, except as scrap since the 
make was not obsolete. 

"We can not afford to take a 
chance of having no emergency 
engine after this week's experi- 
ence. I dislike to see the money 
spent but we have to protect our- 
solve s," Deputy-Reeve Cook 
said. "We have never failed to 
meet an emergency yet, but you 
can't tell how long that will 
last with old equipment ." 

"While I am not in favor of 
heavy expenditures at this stage, 



I see no alternative," said Mayor 
Ross Linton. 

Council received a quotation 
of $861 for an auxiliary compres- 
sor .at the sewage disposal plant 
but took no action. "We simply 
can't duplicate every r piece of 
equipment we have," said Mayor 
Linton. "No industry tan do 
that and the town can't either. 
We have to draw the line' some- 
where on spending." 

Council agreed to reconsider 
sharing the engineering costs % on 
the recent sewer changes on Ty- 
ler St. and at the ColHs Leather 
plant at the request of Lees 
O w r a m, secretary- treasurer of 
the 'Collis Leather Co. A biU of 
around ?400 has been rendered 
by Engineer W. B. Redfern and 
the firm contends the town 
should pay half. 

A request for council to guar- 
antee that a strip of road leading 
from Yonge St. to Old Yonge St 

would be kept open in the winter 
to ensure rural mail delivery 
was made by Postmaster George 
Walker. The residents of that 
area have requested inclusion in 
a rural mail route and Whit- 
church township council has 
agreed to keep open as'usual the 
north and south portion of Old 
Yonge St. Unless the postal 
authorities are assured the road 
will be kept open and in good 
condition, they will not sanction 
the route. 

Town Clerk Harold Clark was 
delegated to negotiate with the 
township of Whitchurch to see if 
it won't take on the job as part 
of its own scheme. Councillors 
pointed out that as all the per- 
sons to be served lived in Aurora, 
there would be a duplication' of 
services and since Whitchurch 
had seven or eight times as 
much road to clear as Aurora, it 
might as well do the whole job.

Rain 
started to fall heavily around 3 
p.m. and kept up for some hours. 
Thunder and lightning was in- 
termittent. Within ah houjr it 
was > apparent that many cellars 
were going to be flooded and as 
the waters mounted in the town 
creeK and tannery creek, the 
residents of the low area of 
Aurora began to experience a 
regular flood. 

Electric power went off before 
Sunday e v e n i rr g dinner was 
cooked in most homes, as the 
culverts failed to take the heavy 
flow at the waterworks and 

water flooded four feet into the 
power plant, soaking the motors 
and transformers and causing 
the power to be cut. 

The town's pumping system 
was threatened but pumping 
from the Nisbet wells continued 
and there was never any short- 
age of piped water. The hydro- 
electric employees from Rich- 
mond Hill were- summoned and 
they did a great job in the 
emergency, power finally coming 
on Shortly after 12 midnight after 
the town had experienced the 
longest blackout in its history, jg bul ncver 
Restaurants kept going by 
candlelight and many homes 
were hard pressed for an enter- 
gency lamp of some kind. The 
Aurora fire brigade and fire 
engines worked hard to cope 
with the situation and finally 
cleared the pump house and 
electric plant of water. 

Actual damage to municipal 
equipment is not yet known but 
all the molors including a new 
one which arrived last week and 
was not yet in operation have 
had to be sent to Toronto for 

drying out and reconditioning, 
emergency equipment has 



been used to alleviate (he situa- 
tion but all the old equipment 
will be' back on the job by the 
weekend.

waterworks was washed out and 
also one on Kennedy St. Repairs 
will be necessary to pavement on 
Tyler St. 

-A home owned by James
